Newspapers proclaim the tidings, at 


the same time earning the public not 
to harbor illusions and saying they 
must be preoared for the heavy sacri- 
fices involved in attacking so power- 
ful and determined a foe. 


The Noveo Vremya terms it: "Ku- 


ropatkin's reply to the pigmy squeaks 
of the little Napoleons who have crit- 
icized him," adding "God grant that 
the Russian eagles, which so l°ng 
have been preparing their wings, may 
successfully make a long flight to the 
relief of the heroes who have been 
so bravely defending Port Arthur. 


If Kuropatkin is now successful, the 


post of supreme commander in chief, 
his friends believe, i* sure to be his 
reward. The mystification of the last 
ten days regarding the exact situation 
is cleared up by the knowledge that 
the Russian army Is taking the offen 
sive, and explains the puzzling Muk- 
den despatch of the Associated Press 
of October sixth, reading: 


"Something unusual is in the wind. 


A great bustle is now noticeable. The 
streets are throrged with hurrying 
crowds and innumerable carts and 
pack mules."

he left there, had a garrison of 23,000 
soldiers and 16,000 sailors. 


Mukden, Oct. 10.—On the western 


front yesterday a patty of Caucasian 
scouts while reconnoitering fell into 
an ambush of two companies of Jap- 
anese infantry, who fired a volley at 
the scouts. Before the latter could 
wihtdraw they lost ten wounded, in- 
cluding a lieutenant, KOusoff, and one 
man killed.
